Summary of purpose and/or changes:

LB 423 would have amended sections 77-2703 and/D8-2 restore the collection fee received
by retailers for collecting sales tax. Currentbtailers receive 2% percent of the first $3,000 of
tax collected. This means the maximum collectemit $75 per month. Under LB 423, the rate
would have been 2% percent of the first $3,000 pdrcent of all amounts in excess of $3,000.
